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THE FARMER'S DISCOVERIES 
Perhaps the most encouraging phase of the farmer's 
troubles is that they have caused him to look with a new 
nnd inquiring mind on economic and social problems.

He is finding that the co-operative ideal — whether in 
industry,, or agriculture, or simply social relations — 
points the road to stability and permanence. 

During the depression thousands of farmers have 
joined cooperatives. Thousands of others have re- 
doubled their efforts in behalf of their cooperative, 
where before they simply held ''passive" memberships. 
These arc the farmers that arc applying real business 
methods to farming and that arc in line to profit in the 

future.

THE GRADUATES 

This June, like the Junes of last year and the years 
before, will turn millions of young graduates from the 
high schools and colleges of this country into the 
world, ready to measure life in the terms of formulas 
which are set forth in books, but totally ignorant of 
the measurements which arc taught by experience and 
of the severity of life's tests. 

To the child, living in itself is an end; man re- 
quires a guiding purpose, a goal towards which to 
direct his footsteps. Setting his goal, youth sees the 
crown of triumph, at the most, a few years* march 
ahead, and when achievement, like the rainbow, a 



deceptive mirage, recedes as he advances, youth meets 
his sorest test. 

It is unconquerable youth which says, "I am the 
captain of my soul" and the world is my apple waiting 
to be plucked. Books and the tno'st sincere teachers 
have no weapons with which to fortify, youth against 
frustrations which arc inevitably met when he stretckcs 
for the stars. 

If the graduates could bo sent out into the world 
with .1 sound philosophy of life in place of their di- 
plomas, if they could be given vision which would 
make translucent the darkest hours, life would hold for 
them few disappointments, and life also, would lose its 
zest, for an existence in which the route is mapped 
out, leaving no cause for exploration and discovery, 
would be 'devoid of the cherished associations which 
come of personal experience. 

The forty young men and women who will be gradu- 
ated from Antioch High School Monday night, with 
other graduates of this year, will find a world in which 
opportunity offers no .wide, open entrances to any field. 
That, in itself, will bring discbutagomcnt at the start 
to those not among the few who will go on to college 
or find work waiting for them. But in a world which 
is discouraged and stagnant, there is more need than in 
yesterdays for the fresh visions of youth, and there is 
still opportunity for the young man and young woman, 
who have persistence and initiative to cut their niches 
in the world, shaping them for their own. 

Whether they go on with their studies, or start their 
search for work, these graduates will meet problems of 
whose existence they are not now aware. They have 
before them the task of shaping their lives. Disap- 
pointments, triumphs which will melt to nothing when 
they are clutched, and those inner victories which 
bring the deepest satisfaction, will come to them in the 
course of their lives. 

Some will find the philosophy of life which brings 
success within the. man; some in their groping for the 
answer to life, will accept less than the truth. For 
twelve years, the school syitem has striven to give them 
a background with which to start their individual 
careers. What they put into the foregrounds, depends 
on themselves, their methods of tackling life, their 
manners of meeting defeat, their abilities to distin- 
guish sham from reality.

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Musical Speech Will Create 

An Illusion of 

Beauty 
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Moro Interciitng thfln Oio Cinder- 
olla anRlo of Iho choico of n Unclno 
Teatnurant cnahlor as tho Century of 
Progress beauty n^een, Is the Hal of 
<lua1HlGa which ■ were conattlcrcd hy 
tho Judges In making the acloctlon. 

Beauty of face and tlguro ntono 
were nol adoqimto to place the crown 
on any girl's bond, for tho beauties 
from widely distributed sectlona of 
tho United States, from two foreign 
countries, England and Franco, pa- 
.raded, talked, ant down and rose to 
givo tho Judges nmplo opportunity 
to Judge their carriage, poise, grace 
and voices. 

Although most women those days 
havo their creams, powders and lip- 
sticks for beautifying the face, and 
while nearly as many women restrict 
their diets, take oxerclaea, wear gar- 
ments which mould tho contour, or at 
least choose their clothes to empha- 
size tho best points of their flgurcs, 
"WO rarely hear of a woman who gives 
attention to tbo cultivation of poise, 
gracb In movement, or rhnrm of 
voice. 

Tho tones and oxpresalon of tho 
TOice are not aont back In tbo mJr- 
Tor*s reflection, but when tho mirror's 
reflection la plain and undistin- 
guished, a beautifully modulated 
voicQ will create an Illusion of 
■beauty, and It Is more easily cuUtyat- 
cd than a new set of features or typo 
of^flguro. 

Shrill Voices Disturbing 
Actual training for tho speaking 
voice la Bomothing which fow women' 
care to afl^ord or spend tlmo In, but 
a surprising Improvement con bo 
made In the voice and tho speech by 
n conscious personal effort. 

High shrill voices are actually 
nerve wracking na well as disturbing 
to the listener. Tho voico which la 
pitched too high, has a quality of 
tensity which stimulates further ton- 
fiity In the speaker and those within 
hearing distance. Voices become 
flhrlU and high pitched- under stress 
of emotion, in anger. In sudden hur- 
ried excitomont." Tho only cure la a 
schooled effort to apeak slowly and 
to pitch the voice low. At flrst, con* 
trolling tho pitch of tho voico may 
seem unnatural, but eventually aa tho 
Tractico becomes a habit, tho voice 
will asaumc a normally low, pleasant 
tone. 

Voices which aro hoarse or which 
have tho nasal twang which Eastern 
and Southern persons consider an 
unpleasant characteristic attached to 
•all MlUwcstcrnoni. aro quite as dis- 
pleasing as tho shrlli'volco. although 
they, perhaps are less disturbing. 
Constant striving to speak low. In a 
well modulated tone, will add beauty 
to the voice. 

Speaking Jargon 
. Although tones and pitch deter- 
mine the actual sound of tho voice, 
careful enunciation and pronuncia- 
tion are equally important In pleasing 
speech. A lovely face can become 
absurd when tho owner says, 'Doncha 
• know," or Vunderatand." Careless 
speech, running words together In a 
hopeless Jumble, talking In a mono- 
tonous drone, are all common faults 
with women as well as men through 
the midwest. Speaking Jargon, an 
unlntenigihie Jumble of words, de- 
tracts from any distinction of bearing 
or face or figure which tho speaker 
may posaess. 

Trai^ng the voico to lovollnoss 
takes considerable moro tlmo. and of* 
fort than rouging the llpa or powder- 
ing tho nose, but on tho other hand, 
tho result Is moro permanent, and 
considering that the face must be re- 
finished several tlmea a day, equal ef- 
forts devoted to tho voico would 
achieve beauty of inflection, perfec- 
tlon of pitch and develop a clear, dla- 
tlnct ominclatlo'n. 

Reading aloud Is an excellent 
method of voice training. If you are 
eager to develop an interesting voice, 
read Shakeapeare'a "Taming of tho 
Shrew," "Much Ado About Nothing." 
and "Macbeth,", clearly and with ex- 
pression. Plays and poetry aro tho 
heat material for this training, the 
first because drama deals with situ- 
ationa which call 'forth expression, 
and tho latter becauso of Its rhythm; 

Training ono'a ear for speech per- 
fections and imporfoctlons, will also 
1)0 an aid. Attend the theatre or the 
talkies and with particular attention 
to the enunciation and oxprcsBlon of 
thoBo profeasional voices. Notice 
whether your voice as well as your 
words, oxpreiBOs your moantog when 
you talk.

This Is but one lliua- 
trailon of how the claim of evil, If 
heeded, would blind mortals to tbeir 
God-beaiowcU opportunities. 

What Is an opportunity? It some- 
limes seems as though this question 
needed speclflc deflnttion. It la de- 
flned In part In a dictionary as "a 
time, or occasion attended with pro- 
pitious or favoring clrcUDiaiancea." 
Have we ever found ourselvca in a 
position where It was impossible to 
do good — where there was no occa- 
sion to do good, for ourselves or 
jthcra, in the aervlco of God? Surely 
he opportunity for service Is ever 
available, and la the Bplrtt and cb- 
sence of all employment. Our main 
trouble has been In measuring oppor- 
tunity In terms of aclf-proflt. forget- 
ting that our own need can really be 
supplied only as we bless others.

If this sonse of 
opportunity were grasped and uti- 
lized, unemployment would bo as im- 
poaslble aa an uiualgaiuatlon of light 
and darkness. 

Some may claim that their failure 
was due to a luck of opportunity, 
thus making opportunity the cause 
of success and the lack of it the cause 
of failure. The fact Is that oppor- 
tunity la a state, of thought, a natu- 
ral component of a spiritual, mental 
condition. Hope; faith, and love 
offer continuous opportunities, while 
their suppositional oppoallcs — de- 
spair, doubt, and hate — are blind 
and Ignorant and cannot recognize 
a true opportunity. Only while 
thought wanders In the morass of 
materlul-mlndedncBs doea opportun- 
ity seem to be blighted. Enlightened 
thought sees opportunity of one kind 
or another In every experience. 

On pages 232 and 233 of "Science 
and Health with Key to the Scrip- 
tures" Mary Baker Eddy writes. 
"There Is neither place nor oppor- 
tunity In Science for error of any 
jort." Thus we learn that disease, 
alo. and discord have no opportunity 
to be expressed because they are not 
realitiea but falaltlea. In Christian 
Sclunce we And that evil and error, 
not being derived from God, are 
without Influence or verity. 



The law of cause and effect oper- 
ating through Ghrlfltian Science sup- 
plies an opportunity to accomplish 
every good work. What greater 
opportunity could anyone visualize 
than that offered In the words of 
Christ JesuB, "If ye abide In me. and 
my words abldo In you. ye shall ask 
what ye will, and It shall be done 
unto you." If thought dwells In Ood. 
then all desirable things are possible. 
It is only erroneous belief that ren- 
ders obscure tlio Inflnlte poBalbllltics 
of man. As we understand tho false 
nature of evil — Us poworlessneBS. 
even nothingness — all obscurity and 
ambiguity will vanish, and harmony 
be discerned as the natural order of 
being, 

PoBslbllity Implies opportunity. The 
occasion for righteous attaiumont la 
here and now. Inflnlte good, the all- 
knowing Mind. Is eternally conscious 
of. all the phenomena of real being. 
All good la possible because It Is the 
exproBSlon of perfect Oelng. The op- 
portunity to accomplish any good and 
worthy purpose Is God-bestowod.

It la the opportunity of 
Improving our thinking. When we 
realize the connection between our 
iblnklrig and our environment, and 
discern the true meaning of cause 
and effect, we shall vigilantly In- 
crease' our efforts to be faithful to 
Truth by thinking constructive and 
spiritual thoughts.

Milk Is the Best Source of Calcium. 

Milk supplies nil the calcium needed 
by the body bfllh for teeth and general 
health und a large portion of Its phos* 
pliorus requirement Hence, nutrition- 
ists have come to refer to milk as the 
"tooth-building" food, the "most near- 
ly perfect food," und so on, 

By saying thiit milk Is the host 
source of these elements we menu not 
only that It supplies them In the larg- 
est amounts but also in the form most 
easily taken up and used by tlic body. 
For Instance, I'rofosaor Henry C. Sher- 
man of Columhin University has lound 
by careful exL'^Tinieni that tho calcluni

milk. 

The value of milk la must clearly 
shown by conipnriiii; the quantities of 
other foods which wniild liave to be 
taken to got the snnie amounts of 
ailclum. For e\airi|>Ie. >ou would 
have to eat •12 pounds of meat or <IU 
pounds of potatoes to get ns nnich 
calcium as Is contained In one qimrt 
of milk, wlileli is speellled as tht; 
amount needed by cliildren each day. 

And when you drink the milk neeiled 
for good teeth, you arc insuring for 
yourself, not only good teeth, but good 
hoaltli.
